5 Ferguson, a 27-year-old Negro, had served honorably in the war 
7 against fascism. But he did not die as he would have preferred to 
7 die, on the field of battle. His young life was snuffed out last Tuesday 
by a bullet from a service revolver of a Negro-hating policeman. 

‘Yet, as though he had fallen in a military campaign, he was 
buried with full military honors, A neat flag of his country, supplied
